The 
acting President, Rev. Paul Mennenoch, preached the 
sermon. His subject was The Fascination of Christ as a 
Preacher.” The Recording Secretary pro tem., and the 
Statistical Secretary assisted in the service.

Octoper 16, 1915—9 a. u. 


The devotional services were conducted by the acting 
President. The program as arranged by the President was 


made the official program of the Synod, with the exception 


of the report of the Committee on Necrology, for which 
another hour was arranged. The clerical roll was called 
and the lay delegates were enrolled.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


The President having removed from the bounds of 
Synod, the records and official papers of the President were 
turned over to the Secretary, as provided by the constitu- 
tion, who assumed the duties of the Presidency. 

The following summary of official acts of the year is 
compiled by both the President and the acting President: 


Deaths. 


Rev. Bernhardt Theodore Sickel died December 3rd, 1914, 
at North Madison, Ind., and was buried in Ashland Cemetery, 
St. Joseph, Mo., December 6th. The funeral services were held 
in the First Lutheran Church, in charge of the pastor, Rev. 
Geo. S. Murphy, D. D., assisted by the President of Synod. 

Rev. W. H. Schrock died in Elkhart, Ind., January 26th, 
and was buried January 29th at Middlebury, Ind. 

Rev. Howard C. Garvic died in Atchison, Kan., March éth, 
1915, and was buried at Springfield, Ohio, March 10th, 1915. 
Funeral services were held at Atchison, Kan. March 9th, in 
St. Mark’s Lutheran Church. The Synod was represented by

Installations. 

Rev. H. F. Martin, Ph. D., was installed pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Abilene, Kan., Nov. 15, 1914. Rev. R. 
B. Peery, D. D., delivered the charge to the pastor and Rev 
R. B. Lantz the charge to the congregation and conducted the 
act of installation. | 

Rev. C. W. Seville was installed pastor of St. Paul's Luth- 
eran Church, Minneapolis, Kan., Nov. 20, 1914. Rev. H. 
F. Martin, Ph. D., delivered the charge to the congregation 
and Rev. G. G. Clark the charge to the pastor and conducted 
the act of installation. 


Dedications. 


Noy. 8, 1914, the First Evangelical Lutheran Church, Tulsa, 
Okla., was dedicated, Dr. H. L. Yarger, D. D., preaching the 
sermons morning and evening and conducting the worship of 
offerings. 

The new house of worship is built of red brick with white 
stone trimmings, is 44 by 70 feet, two-story, and cost, with 
lot, $12,566.00. The interior is finished in oak and is beauti- 
fully decorated. The pews and chancel furniture are finely 
grained elm. The good work of Dr. Sifferd and his people in 
acquiring this fine property will greatly advance our work in 
Tulsa. 

St. Paul's, Wichita, Rev. G. G. Clark, pastor. The dedica- 
tion of this tiful church edifice to the service of God took 
place June 27, 1915. Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., preached the 
morning sermon. The service of dedication took place in the 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. The service was in charge of Rev. J. C. 
Jacoby, D. D., who represented the Synod. The following 
brethren assisted in the service: Revs. H. S. Lawrence, D. D. 
J. H. Fetterolf, J. E. Miller, P. H. Mueller, a retired Lutheran 
pastor of Wichita, and several resident pastors of Wichita. 
Rev. H. S. Lawrence preached the evening sermon. Dr. H. L. 
Yarger conducted the worship of offerings during the day. 
The building is Romanesque in architecture, forty-two by 
seventy-nine feet in size, with a square crown tower thirteen by 
thirteen feet for the main entrance at the northeast corner 
facing Market street. The entire basement is completed with 
partitioned class rooms for the Sunday School, which open 
into one large room by means of sliding folding doors. The 
auditorium is beautifully finished and furnished with mahogany- 
finished pews and cathedral glass windows. The seating 
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capacity, including the gallery, is about five hundred. The 
entire property represents an expenditure of $15,594.00. The 
church is a marvel for cheapness, and is beautiful and churchly 
in appearance within and without. To the pastor is due great 
credit, not only for his untiring and incessant labor, but for 
his wise business management during the entire course of con- 
struction. To his good people much praise is due for their 
loyalty to their pastor during this crucial period of their his- 
tory, and for the sacrifice which they have made for the church 
of their love. The dedication of this church completes an 
epoch of history which means much for the Lutheran church 
and Synod of Kansas. 

First English Lutheran Church, Topeka, Rev. M. F. Troxell, 
D. D. This church has been made over entirely in external 
appearance and improved in many ways. Modern towers re- 
place the old shingle roof tops, the old soft brick has been 
covered with first cement plaster and then a coat of Carthage 
grit mixed with white cement, the gables have new projecting 
eaves, the art glass has been reset where needed, the windows 
in towers have been made entirely new, the basement has been 
cemented and completed for social and practical purposes, 
Sunday School carpet replaced, chair rail and lights for singers, 
and other items about the property for its betterment make 
almost a new church at Topeka. Services of reopening and 
dedication were held on Sunday, September 12th, when Dr. 
H. L. Yarger preached the morning sermon on “The Strength 
and Beauty of the Sanctuary,” and Rev. Paul Mennenoeh 
preached the evening sermon on “Christ and His Cuurch.” 
The U Girls’ Club of the church beautified the church with 
plants and flowers, the choir rendered choicest music. Many 
persons in Topeka have said that the church is now the most 
beautiful in appearance of all the churches of the Kansas 
capital. 


Ad-Interim License. 


At the request of Mr. Martin Ritzen and the congregation 
at Garnett, Kans., and by consent of the Examining Committee, 
I issued an Ad-Interim License to Mr. Ritzen. The license 
expired September 15th. 

At the request of Mr. Martin Schroeder, a beneficiary of 
our Synod and on the approval of the President of the Ger-

Appointments. 


June 27th Rev. J. C. Jacoby, D. D., to represent the Synod 
at the dedication of St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Wichita, Kans., 
Rev. G. G. Clark, pastor. August 11th Revs. B. R. Lantz and 
G. G. Clark to adjust the Bunker Hill difficulty. 

August 13th I directed Rev. H. Psicholz to visit and supply 
Beloit with a permanent arrangement in view. The Advisory 
Board granted him $10.00 towards defraying his expenses. 

September 2nd Rev. B. R. Lantz to represent Synod at 
a joint Council meeting of the Bunker Hill and Excelsior 
charges, who desired a separation of these two congregations. 
I shall refer this matter to a committee to bring in à complete 
report, so that the Synod may have a perfect knowledge of 
the condition. 

I have appointed Rev. G. G. Clark on the Examining Com- 
mittee to fill the place left vacant by Rev. G. Beiswanger. 

I requested Rev. H. Dysinger, D. D., to represent Synod 
at a farewell service held in St. John’s Church, Salina, for Mr. 
and Mrs. C. F. Kenner, who will soon leave for our Mission 
field in India. I appointed Rev. H. F. Martin to go to Effing- 
ham in the interest of having a pastor called for that con- 
gregation. 

September 27th Rev. H. F. Martin to assist Rev. C. G. 
Stacy in making a canvass of Wilson, relative to the estab- 
lishment of a Lutheran church there. The matter will be 
referred to the proper committee. 

Messrs. B. D. Zimmerman and Martin Jensen of Atchison 
to audit the Treasurer’s books. 

Rev. H. F. Martin Secretary pro tem. 

Rev. B. R. Lantz to represent the Pastor's Fund; Rev. 
H. S. Lawrence the Deaconess Board.

December 6th I attended the funeral of Rev. B. T. Sickel, 
and also preached at the evening service and assisted in the 
administration of the Holy Supper in the First Lutheran 
Church, St. Joseph, Mo., Rev. G. S. Murphy, D. D., pastor. 

January 5th I visited Atchison, Kans., and presented the 
matter of summer supply work to the students of the Seminary. 
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January ist | addressed the congregation and friends of 
the First Lutheran Church, St. Joseph, Mo., Rev. G. S. Murphy, 
D. D., pastor, on the occasion of the first anniversary of the 
dedication of the new church. 

March 9th I attended the funeral services of Rev. H. C. 
Garvic, at Atchison, Kans. 

April 20th I visited Garnett and addressed the congregation 
when Rev. Ritzen took charge for the summer. 

May 29th and 30th I visited Norcatur; May 29th Long 
Island; May 3ist and June ist Beloit and June ist Chapman. 
In connection with the Beloit-Chapman visit there was an 
expense of three dollars. 


Supplied Churches. 
The following churches are supplied: Bendena by Rev. 
J. F. Krueger, Ph. D.; Greenleaf by Rev. R. B. Perry, D. D.; 
Lancaster by Rev. Carl Krueger; Valley Falls by Rev. Holmes 
Dysinger, D. D. There is no change in the relationship of 
these congregations. 


Vacant Churches. 


Campus—Nothing has been done during the year. The 
interested members subscribed towards the support of the 
Synodical Missionary and were jubilant in expectation of the 
revival of the work. 

Effingham—This congregation has engaged Mr. Ghent of 
the Seminary to preach for them during the next three months. 

Garnett—This congregation was ministered to by Mr. M. G. 
Ritzen during the Christmas holidays and also during the 
Easter festivities and supplied during the summer. Mr. Ritzen 
has accepfed a call to Garnett and expects to look after the 
congregation during the school year and take charge May 1, 
1916. 

New Cambria—This congregation wants a pastor and is 
able to pay a reasonable salary in addition to providing a par- 
sonage. Some means should be used to help this people 
secure a suitable shepherd. 

Norcatur and Long Island—I arranged to have a minister 
supply this charge with the view of becoming a permanent 
_ pastor. The supply was unsatisfactory and the arrangement 
terminated at the end of three months. 

Children’s Memorial—This congregation is endeavoring to 
secure a successor to Rev. Beiswanger.

Improvements. 


Abilene—Parsonage improvements costing $100. 

Chapman—New pews, new furnace in the parsonage, the 
whole amounting to $550. 

Emporia—Installed a new heating plant costing $200. 

Eureka—Two new altar chairs at a cost of $40. 

Greenleaf—New furnace, new windows, the interior painted 
and decorated at a cost of $1,000. 

Kansas City, Mo., First—A new $50,000 church building is 
being erected by this congregation. 

Lawrence—Electric lights have been installed in all parts 
of the church with beautiful center chandelier with indirect 
light. Cost $130. 

Ottawa—Electric lights installed, windows screened in the 
church at a cost of $40, the labor having been donated. 

Salina—Plans have been adopted for a new $40,000 church. 
Building will begin in the spring. 

St. Joseph, Mo.—Sleeping porch, $200; sewers, $100; in- 
creased radiation, $200. 

Waterville—Church remodeled at a cost of $950. A two 
manual Pipe Organ installed. 

Wéllington—Repairs on church and parsonage at a cost 
of $250. 

Whitewater—Electric lights installed in the church, par- 
sonage papered and painted on the inside at a cost of $125. 

Minneapolis—New carpet, new altar, statue of Christ, a 
fine set of candelabra of seven candle-stick design, church and 
parsonage repaired, $360. 

Bunker Hill—Carpet and linoleum for aisles and rear of 
the church, cost $50. | 


State of the Church. 


I submit to you a report of the net gain in communicant 
membership of those congregations who reported for the past 
year: Abilene, 12 per cent; Bunker Hill, 13 per cent; Chapman, 
twenty per cent; Emporia, not reported; Eureka, ten per 
cent; Greenleaf, one per cent; Hutchinson, thirty-two per 
cent loss; Kansas City, Mo., First, ten per cent; Lawrence, 
none on account of removals; Minneapolis, forty-one per cent; 
Ottawa, loss on account of revision of list of members; Perth, 
seven per cent; St. Joseph, seven and one-half per cent; Salina, 
eight and one-half per cent; Sedalia, twenty per cent; Valley 
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Falls, none; Waterville, none; Wellington, twenty per cent; 
Wichita, none; Wilson-Excelsior, two per cent. The average 
net gain of these congregations is fourteen and fifty-seven hun- 
dredths. 

A study of the various reports shows that the attendance of 
two congregations in diminishing, stationary in four congre- 
gations, growing in sixteen congregations. 

As a whole the young people attend the services of the 
church regularly, though in some congregations a greater 
faithfulness is desirable. 

Some of the reasons given for non-attendance of the chil- 
dren: Parents stay at home with them; fault of parents and 
Sunday School teachers; parents neglect. 

The majority of our pastors observe Lent with blessed 
results. 

In answer to the question whether there has been a relig- 
ious awakening, the majority of the pastors answer no. 

All pastors have brought before their congregations and 
councils all matters upon which the Synod has requested action. 

Most of the congregations read Lutheran Church Work, 
although it would be well for some congregations to make a 
thorough canvass for more subscribers. 

The male average attendance at our prayer meetings is 
five, female fifteen. 

Parents are faithful in presenting their children for bap- 
tism. There is, however, a noticeable neglect on the part of 
the parents in discharging their religious obligations to their 
children. | 

In most families family worship is neglected. 

Congregations are generally prosperous. Offerings for 
benevolences and church support are made regularly and sys- 
tematically. 

In most cases the pastors’ salaries are paid promptly, 
though in a few instances the congregations are in arrears. 
Several pastors have had an increase in salary, none a decrease. 

I am glad to say that only a few of the churches depend 
on fairs and suppers for the support of the church. The mem- 
bers are giving of their means as the Lord has prospered 
them. 

Most of the church officials attend morning services; only 
about fifty per cent attend evening services. 

We may well say concerning the work of the past year, 
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“Well done.” Let us, however, not be satisfied with our work, 
but let it be an inspiration for greater and more faithful 
service in the future. 

Recommendations. 


It seems to be the belief of a number of the brethren that 
the questions embodied in the report on the state of the 
Church are too numerous and many are of no practical pur- 

I believe that a number of questions could be eliminated. As 
one pastor says: “With one-half of this number, framed in a 
different manner and more Lutheran in their inference, | am 
sure that I could portray conditions more intelligently in my 
answers, at least.” 

So I recommend that the officers of Synod be requested 
to revise the list and eliminate all unnecessary questions.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF NACHUSA ORPHANAGE. 


To mention best things first, the health of our thirty-five 
children is and has been good. Our farmer, with help of our 
boys, raised during the past season all kinds of vegetables in 
abundant quantity; his corn ranked high among the best in the 
country. The upper story of our main building has been fin- 
ished, an electric pump has been installed and a new hog house 
built. Until a month ago our children were under the care 
and training of a Deaconess. Last year seven of our larger 
boys and girls drove to Dixon every school day and attended 
high school. The smaller children went to the town school in 
Nachusa. They all go to the Lutheran Church and Sunday 
School and those ready for it are received into the pastor's 
catechetical class. Our children are orderly; well behaved, 
bright and interesting. They show careful training.

ons for about 20 children have been refused during 
juse we have no more room and no means with 


which to car 


ep for them. We need a boys’ dormitory and a 


superintendent's home. But since there is an indebtedness on 
the home of about $4,000, expenses are high and money is 
scarce, the Board'sees no way of providing additional room. 
At present the Nachusa School Board refuses to let the 
children of the House attend the public school, hence we need 
a teacher of our own. Thus far efforts to fill this need have 
been in vain. | 
We need a superintendent—a man to look after the busi- 
ness interests of the Home and also to get out in the field and 
present its n¢eds to our people, but, as yet, no suitable man 
has been fouad. The call is loud and insistent: it is a call to 
loving service to the Saviour in the care of tambs of the flock. 
The Board has been trying to find a man for superintendent 
whose wife would act as matron, but has about given up in 
despair of securing that combination. To the Lord we 
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are praying for the right man—to our brethren we are send- 
ing out this call. 

Of course, clothes and foodstuffs of every kind are always 
acceptable and can be used. A little personal attention to this 
matter, a little thoughtful help along these lines, would help 
‘beyond computation and would cheer our children, the Board 
and our helpers more than could be told. 

These children have been given to us; we must provide 
for their temporal and spiritual needs; though the House is 
not on our Synodical apportionment, it is on our consciences 
and should be on our hearts. Last year Kansas Synod gave to 
the Orphanage the sum of $210.

First: That at least one offering a year be given to the 


Nachusa Orphanage. 
Second: That the needs of the House in food and clothes

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL 
WORK OF THE KANSAS SYNOD. 


The particular work of your committee this year has been 
to receive the weekly reports of the various Sunday Schools 
on postal cards provided for that purpose; make a monthly 
average, and tabulate results for the issues of the Kansas 
Synod Lutheran. 

We have sought through the columns of the Synodical 
paper to get an expression from the various schools with re- 
gard to certain phases of the Sunday School work, but the re- 
sponse has been very indifferent. One request was for a re- 
port of the most commendable feature of individual schools. 
Responses came from two schools: Bendena and Minneapolis, 
Bendena reported that the most commendable feature in their 
school was that the attendance of the boys exceeded that of 
the girls. Minneapolis reported the high percentage of attend- 
ance as compared with the enrollment. 

Eighteen schools have regularly reported their attendance, 
and offering: Abilene, Atchison, Bendena, Bunker Hill, Chap- 
man, Emporia, Eureka, Greenleaf, Kansas City, Children’s 
Memorial, Kansas City, Kans., Minneapolis, Oklahoma City, 
Ottawa, Sedalia, Topeka, Tulsa, Valley Falls, and Wellington. 
Occasional reports have come from Salina, Waterville, and 
Wichita. No reports have been received from New Cambria, 
Beloit, Campus, Garnett, Lancaster, Lawrence, Norcatur, Pea- 
body, Perth, St. Joseph and Whitewater. 

Through the Synodical paper we have emphasized certain 
points: The establishment of a Teacher Training Class, 
Monthly Sunday School Teachers’ Meetings, Lutheran Litera- 
ture and Hymn Books. Observation of Special Days, proper 
advertisement of them and preparation for them; Suggestions 
of Best Books for Sunday School Workers, and a Plan of 
_ Accountability whereby teachers should make reports monthly 
to the superintendent of the progress or decline of their 
classes, and officers should make reports of the work assigned 
them.

Brotherhoods are in a disorganized condition. Very few have * 
been of any material help to the pastors or of special service 1 
4 
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to the Church. One organization, however, has been effected 
at Ottawa, with a membership of thirty-two. Topeka proposes 
to organize this year. 

The enlistment of the interest of the men of the church 
is of paramount importance. Brotherhoods arouse men to 
action and afford them the means of doing effective service. 
Therefore we urge all our pastors to call attention to the im- 
portance of this phase of church work and its possibilities. 

By request of Dr. S. S. Waltz, Chairman of the Brother- 
hood Committee of the General Synod, we direct the special 
attention of Kansas Synod to a new Manual which is being pre- 
pared. The Manual will suggest valuable plans for use in the 
various Brotherhoods. It will be supplied in any quantity, on 
request, at the cost of printing and mailing. 

We recommend that on the program of the next meeting 
of Synod a layman be appointed to present the work of the 
Brotherhood at some evening service.

Your Committee on Ministerial Education would report as 
follows: | 

All the young men aided last year pursued their studies in 
Midland College and the Western Theological Seminary. 

Rev. Joseph Miller completed his course in the Seminary 
and has accepted a.call to our Whitewater charge. 

Mr. Albin Heinz of the middle class in the Seminary sup- 
plied a newly organized German-English congregation i in Salem, 
S. D., during the summer months. 

Mr. Martin Schroeder supplied a German-English con- 
gregation in Barada, Neb. 

Mr. Alexander Eckert took work in the be school at 
Midland and thus made up his academic studies and enters col- 
lege a full Freshman. 

Mr. Karl Friedman completed his work in the Academy 
last June and enters college a Freshman. 

For the new year the following recommendations are made: 

1. Mr. Karl Friedman, Mr. Albin Heinz and Mr. Martin 
Schroeder each $125.00. 

2. Mr. Alexander Eckert, $100.00. 

3. Mr. Vernon Grothe of Wichita, Kans., asks some aid 
during the year. He is highly commended by his pastor as a 
worker in the congregation and by the college professors as a 
faithful student. We recommend that if needed he be 8 
aid to the amount of $50.00. 

4. Mr. Alexander Beyer has also made application for 
aid. Mr. Beyer is a senior in college and is taking part of the 
first year in the Seminary. Owing to his inability to get money 
from his native land, he is compelled to ask for aid. The pro- 
fessors in the Seminary speak highly of him as a student and 
recommend him to our Synod for aid. We recommend that 
Mr. Beyer be given an appropriation of $125.00. 

5. Our Treasurer holds, a number of old notes that are 
worthless and we recommend that such notes, given by Mr. 
Chatham, Mr. J. C. Larson and Mr. J. W. Busard, be destroyed. 

6. We recommend that the notes of Mr. Chas. McCul- 
lough and Rev. Hugo Pohlman be returned to them. The 
former was providentially prevented from entering the ministry, 
and the latter has served in the ministry for over ten years. 
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7. Your committee would recommend that new notes be 
printed, and that after the words, “faithfully work therein,” 
the words “for a period of not les& than ten years” be inserted. 

8. We have had application blanks printed embodying the 
rules of the Synod, so that those applying for aid will know 
exactly what the conditions of the Synod are. We recommend 
that they be adopted by the Synod. 

9. We begin the new year with a balance in the treasury 
of $147.60. We have appropriated the sum of $650.00 and to 
meet this obligation we recommend an apportionment for the 
year of 15 cents per member. 

10. A communication has been received trom the Minis- 
terial Education Committee of the English Nebraska Synod 
saying that their Synod had eight applications for aid, and had 
promised to take care of them, but feel that the burden is too 
heavy and asks us to take some of their applicants on the funds 
of this Synod. We recommend that the committee be author- 
ized to take on their funds during the year any worthy appli- 
cant as far as the funds will allow. 

11. We would report that during the past year Mr. and 
Mrs. Karl Kemner attended Midland College the larger part 
of the year and have since started on their journey for the 
foreign missionary field in India. 

The whole amount pledged for their support last year was 
$202.75. Of this amount $157.00 has been paid. We are sure 
that sufficient funds will be paid to liquidate all obligations 
of our missionaries acquired while at school. 

We rejoice in the outcome oft this effort and bid our mis- 
sionaries Godspeed in their good work.

In Memoriam. 

Your Committee on Necrology would respectfully report 
the following: | 

Since the last meeting of this body three of our ministerial 
brethren have passed to their final reward. . 

The first death is the man who is at the head of our 
clerical roll, Rev. Bernhardt T. Sickel, who was born in 
Erfurt, Germany, April 23, 1835. Died at North Madison, In- 
diana, December 3, 1914, aged almost eighty years. He pre- 
pared himself for the ministry by attending school at Halle and 
Magdeburg, Germany, and came to America in 1860. He was 
a learned man, a great linguist, an active, forceful preacher 
and teacher, serving charges in Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and Texas. 

He had retired from his abundant labors and made his 
home in St. Joseph, Mo., where funeral services were conducted 
by his pastor, Dr. G. S. Murphy, and burial in Ashland Ceme- 
tery, same city. 

On our roll of membership, No. 23, we find the name of 
Rev. William H. Schrock, who was born at Middlebury, Ind. 
May 29, 1868. After a lingering illness and intense suffering 
he was called to his heavenly home January 27, 1915, aged 47 
years. 
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A sweet, loving, gracious spirit, full of unusual loveliness, 
characterized all his ministries. Short funeral services were 
held at Elkhart, Ind., after which the body was taken to Mid- 
dlebury, Ind., where a beautiful funeral service was held in 
charge of Pastor J. A. Hanning, assisted by many clergymen. 
Interment was made in that place. 

The next brother marked for death, we must go down the 
Synod roll to the 39th. There we find the name of Rev. Howard 
C. Garvic. In the beauty, strength and utility of his manhood 
suddenly called to his reward. Truly “Death loves a shining 
mark.” 

Rev. Garvic was born in Sulphur Springs, Ohio, in 1879, 
died at Atchison, Kan., March 8, 1915, aged but 36 years. 

He graduated from Whittenburg College in 1904 and from 
the Seminary in 1907. He served as pastor at Perrysville and 
Mansfield, Ohio, and St. Mark’s Church, Atchison, Kan., from 
1912 until his departure. 

Impressive funeral services were held in his church at 
Atchison, conducted by Dr. J. F. Krueger, assisted by many 
brethren. The body was taken to Springfield, Ohio, for inter- 
ment.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE. 
Your representatives of the Board of Trustees of Midland 


| College make the following report: 


In Our report last year we stated that the opening had 
been the best in the history of the college. We are pleased to 
report that the opening this year was even better than that of 
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last; there being an increase of enrollment in the college classes 
of about 15 per cent. 

There have been a number of changes in the personnel of 
the teaching force. New teachers were secured to take the 
places of those resigning, in the following departments: 

In the English Department Professor W. P. Kline has 
taken the place of Dr. C. F. Malmberg. Miss Elizabeth Martin, 
who for a number of years has been instructor in the institu- 
tion, was elected principal of the academy to succeed Pro- 
fessor Soper; and Miss Millam as teacher of expression. Mr. 
Wm. Weidlein was secured as an instructor in the academic de- 
partment and as athletic coach. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees the Execu- 
tive Committee of the college was instructed to proceed with 
the erection of the new gymnasium and central heating plant 
and empowered the committee to borrow, if necessary, a sum 
not to exceed $25,000. In accordance with this instruction the 
Executive Committee has secured plans and specifications, and 
has let the contract for this new building, which will probably 
cost, when finished and furnished, a sum not to exceed $33,000. 

The new gymnasium and central heating plant will be 96 
feet long and 52 feet wide and three stories high. On the first 
story will be located a central heating plant, a kitchen, swim- 
ming pool, shower baths and lockers for the boys and girls. 
The second story will contain an office for the physical director 
and modern gymnasium sufficiently large and with equipment 
for all kinds of indoor athletic training. The third story will 
be devoted to the running track and gallery. 

Material used for the construction of the building will be 
cement basement walls, with the remaining part of the building 
built of dark red, hard burnt brick. 

The campaign for Improvement and Endowment is being 
carried on in a very successful manner by President Peery, 
a sum approximating seven thousand dollars having been raised 
during the summer months. If each church will do its part this 
fund will be materially increased during the coming months. 
The Executive Committee has arranged to make a campaign 
for funds im the city of Atchison during the early part of the 
coming year, and have arranged with Mr. Barber, a professional 
campaign fand raiser, to conduct the canvass. We are glad to 
report that the Atchison Commercial Club has endorsed our 
plans to taise this money and has instructed its officials to co- 
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operate with the committee in the canvass. We hope to raise 
at least $50,000.00. 

A very successful session of Summer School was con- 
ducted this year, the second year of the Summer School. The 
past Summer the Summer School and Teachers’ Institute were 
combined, which made the enrollment reach a goodly number 
of eighty, more than three times what it was last year. The 
Summer School promises to become one of the most fruitful 
agencies in helping the growth of the institution. 

We have in attendance this year in the Seminary as many 
as were enrolled last year, being 14. The need is more young 
men directly from the congregations, larger institution and in- 
creased library facilitice, 

Our institution at Atchison was never in so good a position 
to do efficient work as at present, and we are glad to report 
that the interest in Midland on behalf of our pastors and 
congregations is satisfactorally increasing. Our churches are 
being opened to our President and representatives of Midland 
College for the purpose of informing our constituents of the 
work and the needs of the college, and, also, for the canvass 
for funds. We would earnestly ask that every opportunity be 
afforded the representatives of the college to present claims and 
interests of the institution whenever such request shall come 
from those in charge of the work, and that persevering prayer 
shall be made from every pulpit and family altar for God's 
Blessing and Love on Midland College and the official Board.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOME FOR THE AGED 
IN WASHINGTON, D. C. 


The building spoken of in last year’s report as being 
erected, and was so necessary in many respects, is now com- 
pleted. It is a fireproof brick structure, 230 feet long, two 
stories high, with a central building three stories high, having 
an office, a large dining room, library, infirmary, two rooms 
for the deaconesses, a chapel seating one hundred and fifty 
persons, sixty living rooms, four servants’ rooms, an ade- 
quate heating plant, kitchen, laundry, general storage rooms, 
cold storage, and trunk rooms. 

The cornerstone was laid on November 9, 1913, with ap- 
propriate ceremonies. Rev. J. A. Singmaster, D. D., President 
of the Theological Seminary of Gettysburg, Pa., was the chief 
speaker on that occasion. The work went gradually forward 
and was completed October, 1914. 

On Tuesday, November 24th, 1914, after a brief service 
of farewell in the old building the members were conducted to 
the new building. The dedicatory services were held on 
‘Founder's Day, May 19th, 1915. Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., 
President of the General Synod, was the speaker. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees, the members of the Board of 
Lady Managers, and many others had part in the formal pro- 
gram. It is reported as being a very happy occasion. 

The total cost of the building, furnishing, grading, etc. 
is $91,155.64—all building contractors are paid. To do this a 
loan had to be obtained; $23,500 was borrowed from the 
Columbia National Bank of Washington, D. C., for which 
notes were given by the Home now standing. An estimate 
of building and grounds, twenty acres, is $150,000.00. There 
yet remains much to be done. The enlarged building means 
heavier expense. The inmates of the Home are constantly in- 
creasing at about the rate of one per week. This Home needs 
your prayerful consideration. The Home is reported ag be- 
ing exceedingly well looked after.

ing, including this one, convey the welcome information that by 
God’s gracious help much work has been done, great things 
have been accomplished, bearing testimony that the Lord be- 
stowed his blessing upon Tabitha Home in a very perceptible | 
degree during the past year. Liquidation of debts of about 
$15,000.00, improvements and repairs amounting to $11,196.00; 
regaining of the confidence of the large business firms, are 
some things which have been accomplished since the last meet- 
ing, and I am sure of no secondary importance to this board or 
any one interested in this institution. Expensive repairs and 
improvements which had been postponed not only on account 
of the uncertainty concerning the future of the institution, but 
also because of the lack of necessary funds have been made, 
and nearly all the bills for the same are paid. About $500.00 is 
the amount of unpaid bills for improvements. Would mention | 
the following: The building painted without and within, new 


floors in the corridors and some rooms; partitions in the bath 


rooms on all four floors; a sewing room with wardrobes on 
two sides for clothing and linen for aged and children; arrange- 
ments for one room as dressing room for children and with 
wardrobes for the children’s clothing; a playroom for the chil- 
dren; a wooden floor, wainscoting and painting in the main 
kitchen; linoleum and painting in dining room in the basement: 
a linen room on the hospital floor; and some sanitary apparatus 
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in the bathroom on that floor; operating room and sterilizing 
room and diet kitchen enameled; a modern signal system and 
better light facilities; a canvas roof on balcony of the third 
floor for the helpless aged; a new hot water tank and a new and 
larger pump and water tanks for our water system; the roof 
extensively repaired and fire escapes erected, a new smokestack, 
new flues for one of the heating plant boilers and some repairs 
on the other boiler, a new tunnel for the heating system with 
steam pipes, the old tunnel constructed of wood being decayed, 
new tunnel constructed of sewer tiling, a large ice box, which 
reduces ice bills considerably. All these and a number of 
smaller repairs and improvements were made during the past 
ear. 
: What else has been done last year? In its three depart- 
ments the institution has again diligently endeavored to be a 
faithful hand-maiden of the Master, has always been busy doing 
good unto the Lord’s needy ones. Quite a number of aged and 
children needing a home because they were homeless and lonely 
and poor, asked for admission into the Home. The larger num- 
ber of applicants has been admitted, some, however, could not 
be received, either for lack of room or because the applicants 
were members of other churches and for that reason were asked 
to apply for admission at a similar institution of their own 
church first, since Tabitha Home according to the admonition 
of the apostle endeavors to do good unto all men, but—espe- 
cially unto them who are of the household of faith. 


Giving a report on the work of a year at an institution like 
Tabitha Home it is necessary to state the number of inmates 
taken care of. These figures may count, they do not tell, how- 
ever, of all the difficulties and self-sacrifice, of all sorrow and 
joy, of the days of great needs and of abundant blessing. God 
knows it, that is sufficient. Forty-four aged and helpless, 37 
children and 69 patients have been taken care of at Tabitha 
during the past year. Nine of the aged died, 3 have been dis- 
missed and 11 received during the year. The present number 
is 33, 15 men and 18 women. Of the 11 newly received, 3 were 
helpless, 5 had passed the fourscore year mark, 1 is deaf and 
dumb, 3 were without means of any kind. Since several of 
our helpless have been called away during the past year, to 
the land where there are no helpless or infirm, we have at 
present only 7 helpless, 1 deaf and dumb, and 1 deaf, dumb 
and blind. I regret very much to report that one of our aged 
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ladies had to be transferred to the State Hospital for the In- 
sane. The best of care was given her in our hospital for the 
last eight months, and not until it was absolutely necessary 
and in order to protect the other inmates of the Home, was 
she taken to the State Hospital. As soon as the mental con- 
dition of the unfortunate aged lady permits us to do so, we 
shall take her into the Home again. The last winter was a 
rather hard one for the aged. Some weeks we had 5 to 6 in 
the hospital all the time. Not all old people in Homes for 
the Aged are so fortunate as to have a hospital to which they 
can be transferred at once in case of serious sickness. We are 
glad indeed to be able to give them such good care in case of 
need. 


Of the 37 children taken care of during the year, 25 were 
admitted during the past year. At present there are 26 in 
the Home. Since the picture of the children was shown in the 
Tabitha. Home Messenger, many applications for admission 
have been received, and even more applications for children, 
especially for the smallest ones. These requests for little 
children could not be granted, since all of them have either a 
brother or sister here at the Home, and we do not have the 
heart to separate them, so long as the Church and the friends 
of the Home provide us with the means to keep them. In some 
cases the father is still living, who is willing to pay for their 
care as much as he can, which is very little in most cases be- 
cause of the expense entailed by the protracted illness of the 
mother of the children. Some of the children have been sick 
during the past winter, but at present they are enjoying good 
health and are a very happy lot. 

Sixty-nine patients were admitted to the hospital during 
the year. The receipts were smaller than last year, but the 
expenses were also much smaller. Besides it is well to note 
that many patients who were without means and who were 
members of our congregation were cared for, free of charge. 
Fifteen patients came from the homes of our pastors, who 


were kindly given help in time of need, and are now great 
friends of the institution. 


Divine services have been held quite ae nearly every 
Sunday, except when the superintendent was unable to secure 
another pastor in case of his own absence. 

In conclusion we wish to thank all who have been so kind 
as to give us support in word and deed. Most of all we thank

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 


The world outlook, as regards temperance and prohibition, 
is most cheering. The governments of the earth are moving 
toward that goal which God's people have long been seeking 
that day of the death of the Demon, King Alcohol. Indeed, 
it is now, almost, if not quite a misnomer to speak of him as 
king. The Czar of all the Russias has declared his overthrow 
in his wide domain. France has banished him from his long 
occupied place in that fair land. Germany led by the example 
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and instructions of the Emperor is fast marching against him in 
the strong place of his occupation in that great empire. In 
the English speaking world wonderful progress has been made 
toward his prohibition of power and practice of abominations. 
In our own blessed land, state after state is being added to the 
dry column and the halls of Congress have been witnessing 
evidences of the near approach of the National Prohibition of 
the liquor traffic. Secretary of the Navy Daniels has abolished 
the wine mess of the navy. Even our large cities, where the 
demon is most strongly entrenched and hardest to control, are 
taking steps toward the exactest legal control of the nefarious 
saloon and liquor business; and then we trust soon will be seen 
the voting out, even in the big cities, of the traffic all together. 
For example, on October 10th, of this year, the saloons of 
Chicago, seven thousand and one hundred and fifty-two in 
number, were closed by the order of the mayor in obedience 
to the laws of Illinois. In one of the most striking demonstra- 
tions in the city’s history 25,000 temperance advocates paraded 
the principal streets of the business district in honor of the 
mayor's stand for the fulfillment of the laws and in opposition 
to the whisky men. Many great corporations are fighting for 
abstinence and efficiency. Newspapers to the number of five 
hundred and twenty and sixty-three magazines have declared 
their hostility to liquor advertising, and hundreds announce 
their allegiance to national constitutional prohibition. 

In Kansas we may take just pride in our history of a full 
generation of human life, over thirty-three years, of state wide 
prohibition, and, also, in the present delightful accord of all 
parties and our present governor Arthur Capper, regarding our 
laws and their enforcement in the cause of temperance. In 
view of all the signal victories won and the fore-gleams of the 
light of the day of world-wide temperance and prohibition, we 
recommend the following: 

1. Resolved, That we continue our efforts to secure total 
abstinence for the individual and national constitutional pro- 
hibition of our Government. 


2. Resolved, That we endorse the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America and pledge our support in every reasonable 
effort toward its work for God, and Home, and Native Land. 

3. Resolved, That we recommend that the Synod petition 
the Kansas Legislature at its next session, to pass laws more 
definite and easily enforced regarding the closing of theaters 
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some of the cities of our state.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO GENERAL SYNOD. 


The Forty-Seventh Convention of the General Synod was 
held at Akron, Ohio, May 26th-June 2nd, 1915. 

After a very able sermon by the retiring President, Rev. H. 
L. Yarger, D. D., the Synod organized by the election of Rev. 
J. A. Singmaster, D. D., of Gettysburg Theological 8 
President; the reelection of Rev. Frank P. Manhart, D. 
Secretary, and Mr. Geo. H. Knollenberg, Treasurer. 

The Forty-Seventh Convention was an epoch-making one. 
True to its conservative spirit, the General Synod was, never- 
theless, markedly progressive. Interest in the great moral and 
spiritual work of the Church was maintained from the begin- 
ning to the end of the sessions. Harmony reigned supreme. 
The business was translated with the earnestness and the 
careful consideration that should characterize such a body de- 
liberating upon those things which have to do with the deal- 
ing of immortal souls. 

The action of the Synod looking toward union with other 
Lutheran bodies is most gratifying and hopeful. The fraternal 
delegates (from the General Council and United Synod of the 
South), voiced sentiments in harmony with this great ideal, 
which was kept constantly before the convention. Appoint- 
ment of representatives to arrange for another Free Conference 
of Lutherans in America, the authorization of the General 
Synod’ts Committee on Practical Co-operation and Fraternal 
Conference to enter into negotiations with any other properly 
delegated committees from the Lutheran bodies looking toward 
organic union, the adoption of a Common Service Book and 
Hymnal, the agreement to publish a common Sunday School 
literature, the endorsement of the plan for a Proposed Lutheran 
Federation looking toward wider and larger Lutheran co- 
operation, such sentiments as “Your committee would respect- 
fully recommerfti that this General Synod does hereby again 
affirm its sympathy with all of the movements and indications 
which may be regarded as gratifying signs of the growing 
unification of the Lutheran bodies of this country,” expressed 
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in numerous reports—all testify to a closer drawing together 
of our beloved Church in America. 

This General Synod has distinguished itself by effecting 
two mergers of far-reaching consequences. 

The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension have 
been consolidated. The details of this consolidation were fully 
explained to the body and unanimously endorsed at yesterday's 
sessions. 

The Committee on Official Church Paper recommended 
that the General Synod purchase the stock of the Lutheran Ob- 
server Association and that the Lutheran Observer and the 
Lutheran Church Work be consolidated, the consolidated paper 
to be under the control of the General Synod. The recommen- 
dation was adopted. The General Synod will soon have one 
paper, “Lutheran Observer and Church Work.” It will be held 
in trust by the Publication Society for the General Synod. The 
General Synod, through its Church Paper Committee, will elect 
the editor and have editorial control. The General Synod urges 
all pastors and congregations to give the new paper their most 


earnest support so that a subscription of 20,000 may be realized 
at an early date. 


Inner Mission Board. 

A new Board was created, the Inner Mission Board. The 
aim of this Board will be to realize the wonderful vision of the 
Christian Church so that the congregation will develop the 
spirit of Christ-like service in redeeming. men from the wound 
of sin, whether in soul or body. A constitution was adopted. 


The Board consists of eleven members. The Executive Com- 


mittee of the General Synod will authorize the expenditures of 
the Inner Mission Board. 


Pastors’ Fund Day. 


A new day, to be known as, “Pastors’ Fund Day,” was 
designated by the Synod. It is the first Sunday in July, or the 
Sunday following. All congregations are requested to take 
offering for the “Pastors’ Fund Endowment.” 


Sunday Schools. 


The following Lutheran Sunday School standard was 
adopted: 

1. Open all year. 

2. Cradle Roll and Home Department. 
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A Teachers’ and Business Meeting. 
4. At Least One Organized Club. 
5. Missionary and Temperance Instruction and an of- 
fering for the Boards of the Church. 
6. An Enrolled Teachers Training Class (a class taking 
the written examinations). 
Bible Used in All Departments. 
Graded Organization and Instruction. 
Christian Nurture and Confession of Christ. 
Lutheran Sunday School Literature Used in All De- 
partments. 
Your delegation rejoices that such a standard has been set 
and urges all the Kansas Synod Schools to seck its attainment. 
This Synod will be grateful to learn that a committee of 
three was given power to prepare in conjunction with similar 
committees from other Lutheran bodies, a common system of 
graded lessons. This system will be heartily welcomed by the 
General Synod and will meet 2 long felt need in our Church. 
Necessarily several years will be required for its completion. 


Common Hymnal. 


The General Synod adopted the Common Service Book and 
Hymnal of the Lutheran Church, authorized by the General 
Synod, the General Council and the United Synod of the South. 
All books will be priuted from common plates. The book will 
contain over six hundred hymns. The Hymn Book Commit- 
tee will conserve the interests of the General Synod in the 
publication of the Common Hymnal. 


Lay Reader. 


Realizing the presence of an inadequate ministry, the Gen- 
eral Synod provided for Lay Reader in the Church. Any com- 
municant of the Lutheran Church, at least twenty years of 
age, and possessing the qualifications of a deacon described in 
the Word of God, may serve as a congregational Lay Reader 
in the Church of which he is a member under the authority of 
the Pastor and Church Council. In the absence of the pastor 
and by his request, he may read the morning and evening serv- 
ice of the church, omitting the absolution, and he may also read 
an approved sermon. The President of Synod may commission 
congregational Lay Readers to serve as Synodical Lay Read- 
ers to conduct services in vacant churches and missions. All 
Synodical Lay Readers shall be commissioned publicly, ac- 
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cording to a form to be provided by the General Synod, at a 
service conducted by the President of the Synod in some con- 
venient church as soon after the annual meeting of Synod as 
possible. It is highly desirable that the churches of the Kan- 
sas Synod seck out such qualified men to act in this capacity. 


Reformation Celebration. 


An elaborate program was adopted for the celebration of 
the Four Hundredth Anniversary of the Reformation. The 
Anniversary Committee is co-operating with five other Synods 
in making proper preparations for an adequate observance of 
this great event. The Joint Committee have distributed its 
efforts in three general sections, Public Meetings, Literature, 
Publicity and Jubilee Fund. These terms are self-explanatory; 
$1,000,000.00 is the mark set by the General Synod for the 
Luther Memorial Fund to be used for the educational work of 
the Synod. 

Temperance. 

The Synod took high ground in the matter of advanced tem- 
perance measures and voted $500.00 per annum for the conduct 
of temperance work. 


Formula of Government. 


The Common Service Committee submitted a proposed 
Formula for the Government and Discipline of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. The Formula was recommitted. A revision 
is highly desirable and in all likelihood will be made at the next 
meeting of the Synod. |

Hutchinson. We are pleased to report that this mission 
through the self-denying efforts of the pastor, Rev. Wm. Cal- 
vert, has come to self-support. The congregation is to be 
congratulated on the forward movement, for the amount re- 
ceived last year was $200.00. 

Oklahoma City. This congregation is faithful in attend- 
ance on the means of grace and loyal to all the interests of the 
church. It makes application for $300.00, the same amount as 
received last year. 

Sedalia. This congregation has had a good year, the at- 
tendance at services has increased, full apportioninent raised 
and excess reported, The mission received $300.00 last year, 
but the congregation expects to reduce this amount next year. 

Trinity, Kansas City, Kan. On indebtedness $350.00 was 
paid during the year. Although the membership has been 
reduced on account of removals, those who remain are faithful 
and determined. The same appropriation as last year is asked 
for—9460.00.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Dear Sisters: 

The swift revolving wheels of time have borne us quickly 
through another year. How full the days and weeks and months 
have been! Through it all we have been sensible of our Heavenly 
Father's care. In every toil and trial and burden He has been 
comforter and helper. It is but right that we should thank and 
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praise him for his “goodness and for his wonderful works to the 
children of men”—even to us. 
Among the thrilling events of the year, those concerning 


missions have been equally inspiring; the list of missionary martyrs 


has been lengthened. Many have died in the bloody persecution 
carried on by the Turks against the Armenians, many have saved 
their lives by fight and have devoted themselves unselfishly to the 
task of making conditions better for the poor native Christians 
who were yet spared, and who could not escape. And when the 
war left many missions and missionaries without home support, 
Mission Boards of America and other neutral countries came to 
their rescue with sufficient help. From all mission fields come 
réports that the people crowd eagerly to hear the message of the 
Gospel and readily accept Christ as their Saviour. “Ethiopia 
stretches out her hands to God and the Isles wait for his Law.” 

In our home land the campaign of the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement is one of the missionary marvels of this or any other 
age. Every phase of missionary enterprise is to have adequate 
consideration in text books, study classes, and public presentation 
by expert men and women in eighty principal cities of the United 
States It is not long ago when people have been ashamed to 
know too much, or to show too much knowledge about missions— 
especially foreign missions, but now people are becoming ashamed 
of their ignorance about these things. The world not only respects 
missionary enthusiasm, it also lowes and admires it. 

While our minds have been disturbed over the events of the 
great European war, our Acarts have been drawn nearer the throne 
of God and led out in sympathy for suffering ones. Unspeak- 
able horrors only emphasize the need of the gospel of peace on 
earth and good will to men. Our daily prayers for peace shall 
not be in vain. For, though “the day of vengeance” is in the heart 
of God and He “is tramping out the vineyard where the grapes 
of wrath are stored,” yet the loving kindness of the Lord is not 
forgotten and his abundant tender mercies have not passed away. 

Here in Kansas, as usual, an unusual situation has developed. 
The center of wealth has been gradually moving westward until 
now the richest county per capita is on the western boundary, and 
the county that owns the largest number of motor cars is west 
of the center line. Five years ago the richest county per capita 
was Clark, now it is Greely, on the western edge of Colorado line. 
To every man, woman or child, there is on deposit in the Kansas 
banks, $135.04, and a property value of $1,718.71. In Kansas there 
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is a motor car for every twenty-five people. We can no longer 
plead poverty, and should no longer be pensioners on the bounty 
of our Boards. While there are some local crop losses over the 
state, there is a large cereal and fruit crop. The toil of the 
husbandmen has been rewarded. Although other states have wit- 
nessed the ravages of foot and mouth disease, our state has been 
spared. The war burdens have fallen on us no heavier than on 
others. Good health and prosperity have attended us. In it all 
the women of Kansas Synod have shared. We should in our 
hearts be grateful, and with our lips speak out our thanks and 
by our deeds make recognition of the goodness of God. Also that 
our nation is not at war and that men are pursuing peaceful pur- 
suits, we should render daily thanks. 


“Hastey, Lord, the glorious time 
When, beneath Messiah's sway, 
Every nation, every clime, 
Shall the gospel call obey. 


Then shall wars and tumults cease, 
Then be banished grief and pain. 

Righteousness and joy and peace 
Undisturbed shall ever reign.” 


Recommendations. 


1. Since “The Lutheran Boys and Girls” has been changed 
from a semi-monthly to a weekly paper necessitating an in- 
creased expenditure, the call comes very urgently to our women 
to help double the number of subscribers. Therefore, | recom- 
mend that we help in every way we can to enlarge the circula- 
tion of this excellent periodical. 

2. That we continue to increase our magazine subscribers 
and readers. 

3. That every Auxiliary secure the text books of the year 
and pursue diligently the study of the subjects therein outlined. 

4. That the work of the Fortieth Anniversary Chest be 
pushed vigorously during the next two years, the closing years 
of the effort. 

5. That always we keep in mind the importance of organ- 
izing our young people in bands and societies for the considera- 
tion of missionary topics and the doing of some definite work. 

6. That a committee of three be appointed to plan for our 
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participation in the quadri-centennial celebration to be held j in 
Chicago i in 1917, when ten Lutheran bodies will unite under the 
auspices of the Lutheran Women’s League of that city. 

7. That we take action favoring the project of a Federa- 
tion Mission Magazine in which all Lutheran women’s mission- 
ary journals now published shall be consolidated; and that our 
President be instructed to communicate with our General 
Executive Committee on this matter. 

8. That we would gladly unite in the plan of the Lutheran 
Woman's Missionary Societies of North America to issue a 
book for young people to be ready for the 400th anniversary 
celebration. 

And now I return to you the trust committed to me one 
year ago, expressing appreciation of the privileges of serving 
my Saviour and the mission cause, thankimg you one and all 
for your uniform sympathy, kindness, and help in the duties of 
my office, asking for my successor the same consideration, 
assuring her of my cordial co-operation and praying God's 
richest blessings on all our efforts as a woman's band of 
christian workers.
